Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Discussion was made between the applicant and the examiner 
regarding the interpretation of Claim 1 . Applicant's arguments consist of interpreting that the reference Wolfgang 
discloses watermarking a portion of an original image, the image consisting of a frame; where as the applicant's claim 
is directed to watermarking a portion of a plurality of frames that make up an image in an audio-visual signal. Both the 
examiner and applicant understand that the current claim language is broad enough to be interpreted as either 
interpretation. Applicant will further review the reference Wolfgang and submit their response to the Office for the 
examiner to review.
